Who Can't Pay.

MINNBAPOLIS (Minn.) Jan. 
8—{Exclusive Dispatch.] If you 
get on a Minneapolis street car 
and find that you are broke or 
have a $10 or $20 bill that the 
conductor cannot change, you 
will not have to get off and 
walk. No, indeed, the conduc- 
tor will merely give you a little 
slip of paper which will be a 
note promising to pay the street 
railway company the amount 
of your fare at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

Street car conductors were 
furnished today with these slips 
which read: “This certifies that 
I am indebted to the Twin City 
Rapid Transit Company 5& cents 
non-payment of fare. I prom- 
ise to forward this amount im- 
mediately to the office of the 
company.” 

Passengers who persuade the 
uctors to trust them and 
then forget to remit may be 
sued if the company finds it 
needs the money that badly.

PREYED ON WEALTHY VISITORS 
IN CHICAGO. | 


Mysterious “Woman in Green” 
Heads Band of Blackmailers Which 
Has Bied Rich Patrons of Michigan 
Avenue Hotels Out of Many Thous- 
ands of Dollars. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A beautiful and mysterious 
“woman in green” and two “attor- 
neys,” who are said to be at the head 
of a gang of women biackmalilers who 
have infested the fashionable Michi- 
gan-avenue hostelries for the last four 
months, and who, it is said, have bied 
wealthy out-of-town men out of thou- 
sands of dollars, are being searched for 
by governmett secret service opera- 
tives. 

Today it leaked out at the govern- 
ment building that Dist.-Atty. Sims 
had been called into the case by vic- 
tims of the blackmailers, and that sev- 
eral arrests would be made. 

The gang is said to have cleared be- 


tions. The plan adopted by the “wom- 
in in green” and her gang is unique. 
The woman or the “attorneys” would 
call at the big hostelries and scan the 
register, noting out-of-town men who 
were registered. Their financial con- 
ditions and family connections would 
be ascertained. Then the woman mem- 
ber of the gang would call. It was 
generally the beautiful “woman in 
green,” 

She would get acquainted in some 
manner, representing herself as «a 
wealthy wilow who was seeking in- 
formation as to investments in the 
victim's home town. On several occa- 
sions the “woman in green” would go 
to their apartments unannounced and 
visit them. To clinch the matter she 
would often pose as the man’s wife 
before being shown to the room and 
have her name placed on the _ hotel 
register with the victim's. The ac- 
quaintance thus begun, the “widow” 
would send letters to the 
victim after he returned to his home, 
with demands for hush money. 


CHINESE MURDER HELPLESS. 


Stories of Atrocious Crimes Against 
Wreck Survivors from Japanese 
Steamer. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
VICTORIA (B. C.) Jan. 2.—News 
was brought by the steamer Monteagle, 
which arrived today from the Orient. 
that some survivors of. the lost Jap- 
anese steamers Ginsi Maru and Na- 
to Maru, which were wrecked near 
Chefoo roadsted, were murdered ty 
the Chinese inhabitants of the coast 
village, who also mutilated the corpses. 
The death list of the two disasters 
totals 750, and as fast as the bodies 
were washed ashore they were not 
only stripped of their ciothing and 
robbed of money and valuables found 
on them, but even teeth were pulled 
out to get gold fillings, and fingers were 
cut off for the e of the rings. 
Among those lost were many labor-

FIGHT ON FOR 
CHAIRMANSHIP.

Transue and Beardslee in 
Keen Contest. 


Chances Seem to Favor the 
Los Angeles Man. 


Decorations of Capitol Are 
Dazzling to Eye.

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 2.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] After a long conference to- 
day, Assemblyman Transwue of Los An- 
Seles and Beardsilee of Stockton falled 
to reach a friendly agreement as to 
which should withdraw from the race 
for the chairmanship of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the iower house. 
The fight is still where it was on the 
day Beardsiee discovered that he would 
have to give up hope of becoming 
Speaker for the second time, and 
turned attention to securing the next 
best thing—chairmanship of the most 
important committee. 

Stanton of Los Angeles easily de- 
feated Beardslee in gathering support 
in the campaign for the Speakership, 
but this was after Transue had gone 
into the contest for the place at the 
head of the big house committee, and 
it was rather late for Beardslee to 
turn his attention to that position. 
Beardsies, who was extremely pop- 
ular as Speaker, was miffed at loseing 


out to Stanton. He felt that some- 
thing was coming to him; insisted that 
he should have the place Transue cov- 
et Transue had his wires laid and 


was supported by many of his brother 
legislators. He wouldn't give in to the 
Stockton man. Beardsiee remained ob- 
stinate, however, and brought up the 
argument so often used that the South 
should not have the two most impor- 
tant places in the Assembly. 
Finally, it is understood that Tran- 
sue’s supporters suggested leaving the 
matter to Governor, as it has been 
the practice at the last three or four 
sessions for the Chief Executive to say 
who should head the Ways and Means 
Committee, which passes upon all ap- 
measures. When Bearids- 
was Speaker two years ago, he 
asked the Governor to- name the chair- 
man of the committee, and Estudillo 
of Riverside was named. 
Now, it is understood from Transue’s 
friends, that the Stockton legislator is 
not willing to “pass it up” to the Gov- 
ernor, preferring to remain in the fight 
and to carry it imto the Republican 
caucus of next Monday morning. 
Should the matter go to the Governor 
for a settlement, it is declared that 
Transue will be named: the same re- 
sult is expected to follow any other 
course that may be taken, so it is 
practically settled that Los Angeles 
will swing the heavy end of the As- 
sembly during the session just about to 
open. 
As for other committees, aside from 
that on judiciary, which is conceded 
to Grove L. Johnson of Sacramento, no 
information has oozed from the water- 
proof cloak of silence that Stanton 
Clio Lioyd, of Santa Barbara, will 
be chief clerk of the Assembly, a po- 
sition he has filled for severa] terms; 
“Jack” Stafford of Sacramento, will 
become sergeant-at-arms for his fifth 
term, and Constable Ben Cohn of Los 
Angeles will be his chief assistant, as 
he has been in the past. 
Some of the heavyweights of the 
Legislature arrived late tonight, chief 
among them being Senator Leavitt of 
Oakland, who is supposed to have with 
him the bottled up power that will de- 
feat the anti-race track gambling bill. 
Senators Wright of San Diego and Bel] 
of Pasadena also were among the day's 
arrivals. 
The few legislators who had reached 
here last night strolled up to the Capi- 
tol early this morning to take a peek 
at the remodeled legislative halis. 
They nearly caught fire from the lurid 
reflection of the fittings of the Senate 
chamber which is done in about the 
brightest red that ever came out of the 
carmine foundry. Carpet, tapestries, 
and even the tops of the old, solid wal- 
nut desks that have done duty from 
time out of mind, shed an effulgence 
like that of the sun with a red glass 
globe over it. The face of George 
Washington, who looks down from a 
magnificent gilt frame from its place 
on the wall back of the president's 
chair, is suffused with a bjush. 

The Assembly. chamber is done in 
a beautiful shade of green, and it’s 
worth the sacrifice of being an ordi- 
nary Assemblyman to have a seat in 
the charming surroundings. 

The entire Capitol has been done 
over at great expense, and is not to 
be compared with the rather shabby 
old building that up to two years ago 
housed the executive and legislative 
departments of the State government.

Grammar School to Be Dedicated, 
Electric Line Promised, Fifty 
Thousand to Be Spent on Roads and 
Many Homes Building and Pro- 
jected—Methodist Church Prospers. 


UPLAND, Jan. 2.—The new year bids 
fair to be a generous one to this city. 
One of the first events of importance 
will be the dedication of the $35,000 
grammar school building. Then there 
is the assurance of the coming, at an 
early date, of the San Bernardino ex- 
tension of the Huntington line from 
Los Angeles, via Covina and Pomona. 
The expendituré of $50,000 for road im- 
provement is anticipated, and a large. 
number of handsome homes are under 
way and in prospect. 

At a recent meeting of the official 
board of the Methodist Church, it was 
unanimously voted to make some ex- 
tensive additions to the edifice, and 
the work will be begun soon.

OT BUSINESS. 

Some day the American people will awaken 
to the fact that they are bearing a burden of taxa- 
tion altogether out of proportion to the benefits re- 
ceived. The evil is at its worst stage .in our 
cities, which are almost without exception conducted 
on a scale of extravagance that is appalling. Wealth 
While 
value of property on the Assessor's books mounts 
up by jumps, taxes keep away ahead in the race. 
But there will not as a rule be found much im- 
provement in the public service; and when improve- 
ments are needed the cry is: “Don't take the. 
money out of current revenues—that is the office- 
holders’ money—but vote more bonds!” | 


The taxes collected in the city of Les Angeles 
amount to about $3,500,000 a year. What is done 
with all this money? Paid out for improvements? 
Some, but very little. Eighty-seven and _ sixty- 
seven hundredths per cent. goes for salaries and 
expenses. The result of this expenditure of $2,< 
167,348 a year is negative. The city is not the 
better by one brick or shingle, by any bit of tangi- 
ble property, to the amount of a cent. The tax- 
payers provide $3,500,000 and the tax-eaters con- 
sume $2,167,748 of this sum. 

The officials sometimes assert that all this money 
is well spent and well earned. It is not. There is 
not. a successful business man in Los Angeles, who 
has ever given any more than acursory consideration 
to this subject, who is not confident that he and a 
few other business men of ability could take a con- 
tract from the city to carry on municipal affairs, 
give the city a better administration in all depart- 
ments, and have about $1,000,000 left as pay 
for the job. 


NNUS MIRABILIS. 

Many, as they write the new date, must think 
of the topical song which made the vaudeville stage 
resound about twenty years ago,. telling of all the 
wonderful things to come to pass in 1909. There 
were to be no poor men; all men were to pay all 
their debts; women were to keep a secret and not

politicians were to redeem all their pledges; little 
boys were to go to school willingly; merchants were 
to give full weights and measures; newspapers 
were to stick to the naked truth; married people 
were to live lives of conjugal felicity; old maids 
were to be sweet, old bachelors were to become extinct; 
strawberries were to grow naturally and weeds 
would have to be cultivated; water was to run up 
hill; and dyed hair was to become unknown—all 
in 1909. , 

“When thou a-wooing, Jimmy, my man,” 
rises as a soft refrain from the lips of every mother 
who ever rocked the cradle where a baby boy slept. 
They are all to write their “name so high time 
shall not tear it down.” They are to be more elo- 
aay than Edmund Burke, greater ilosophers 
than Shakespeare, — more musical] than Milto 
story-tellers that ll eclipse Dumas’s fame, an 
Victor Hugo’s. They shall braver than the man 
who kept the bridge, greater warriors than WNa- 

eon, greater statesmen than Solon, stronger than 

ercules, and more beautiful than Apollo. 

But Jimmy went a-wooing, and got the mitten. 
The poet tried to sing and the world said he was 
no mocking bird, but a crow. The statesmen made 
laws and the Supreme Court knocked them out. 
The warrior fought a battle at school and came 
home crying with a bloody nose and two black eyes. 
The romancer wrote stories which no one would 
publish. Hercules was thrown into the street by a 
little bit of a fellow when he made too much noise 
at a meeting. Apollo had freckles, and grew a red 
nose. The wonderful story is compressible into 
two date lines, with “born” before one, “died,” be- 
fore the other. 

So it may prove to be in the case of this preco- 
cious New Year about whom we heard so many 
prophesy when he slept in the womb of time. His 
elder brother 1908 has left his impress on the 
} pages of history. So did 1907 still earlier. One 
favored the world with one of the greatest financial 
flurries in history, the other with the most terrible 
of earthquakes. 

But Jimmy, though jilted by the girl, licked by 
his playmates and turned down by the Supreme 
Court and with no voice for singing, made a good, use- 
ful member of society. He built good houses, cleared 
some spaces of the woods, wrote good solid fact 
for the newspapers, at last married a rather homely 
but estimable woman, and left a few pledges of af- 
fection behind him. He totaled up columns of fig- 
ures in a bank with accuracy, or shod horses so as 
not to have them go lame. He handed around the 
plate in church, and was a quiet, useful fellow who 
paid his debts, fought fires, loaned his neighbors a 
lawn mower or a rake, voted once at each election, 
held his own record clean and was not a party in 
noisy attempts to reform the world while neglecting 
mora! culture at home. 

If 1909 will carry his hod well, hold the plow 
handies straight, hoe his own row diligently, we 
shall forgive him all the shortcomings he may leave 
in his record as compared with the prophecies of 
Digby Bell. 


EATH OR LIFE IMPRISONMENT? 

A few days ago in San Francisco the court 
sentenced to life imprisonment Chang, the Korean 
who killed Durham Stevens. Upon the announce- 
ment of the-sentence Chang pleaded earnestly with 
the court to change the sentence to the death pen. 
alty, asserting that he much preferred the gallows 
to the prospect of spending the remainder of his 
days in prison. 

Doubtless the facts that Chang is still a young 
man and that he is also an oriental have some- 
thing to do with his view of this matter. To youth 
the thought of life imprisonment must be worse 
than death; for, without liberty, life is nothing. 
Being an oriental, this young Korean looks on 
death with the stoicism that is characteristic of his 
race. He does not fear death as does the occi- - 
dental. He gives his life easily and does not hesi-_ 
tate to commit suicide whenever certain conditions 
arise. 

But a man need not be an oriental to look on a 
sentence of imprisonment for life with more horror 
than on a sentence of death. If even a day in a 
prison is a matter of such real terror to the ordi- 
narily constituted man, what must the prospect of 
a lifetime spent behind prison walls be to him? 
Perhaps seven men out of every ten would prefer 
death. 

This being the case, are we not justified in taking. 
up with renewed seriousness the question of capital 
punishment? Leaving aside the ethical argument 
that the law has no more right to take human life 
than an individual has, are there not other argu- 
ments in favor of abolishing the gallows and the 
electric chair? Has it not been clearly established © 
that life imprisonment is a far more drastic pun- 
ishment than summary execution? And if this be 
true, would it not be better to make life imprison- 
ment the law and thus remove al! doubts from our 
minds as to whether we are justified and have the 
right to legally kill our fellow-man? 


We respectfully suggest to the ocean and the 
desert that they now get into conjunction with air- 
currents, atmospheric conspiracies and the like of 
that, for the purposes of drenching this Land of 
Heart's Desire with oodles of rain. 


Prof. Johnson of the New York University de- 
clares that the cost of living will be 30 per cent.

ANOTHER 
“/ BonD ISSUE 


ACTS ABOUT THE SCHOOL MAN- 
AGEMENT. | 

All the interest The Times has in the vote on 
issuing schoo! bonds at this or any other time is the 
welfare of the public. If the voters of this city 
think it best to vote $720,000 in one lump without 
any restrictions or safeguards, on Wednesday next, 
and will say so, it is their business and we shall be 


satisfied. What we fear is that the voters will not 
take ugh interest in the matter to go to the 
polls dnd that the question will be settled by de- 


fault; this, and also that many who do vote may 
act on imperfect information or on false preten- 
sions put forth purposely to mislead. 

For ourselves, having given, careful heed to the 
matter, we have decided on full information that it 
will be better for all concerned not to vote all these 
$720,000 bonds at this time. It is too much money 
to plump into the laps of extravagant officials all 
at once. We propose to give the people the facts 
on which our views are founded. It is the more 
necessary that we do this for the reason that the 
other public prints have adopted the policy of hold- 
ing back the facts from the people. 

The City Auditor is a man whose integrity and 
capacity no person will dare to assail. His report 
to the City Council, a careful one, giving all the 
facts, an official document of the highest impor- 
tance, has been suppressed by other papers of the 
city. Why? Because these papers are committed 
to a programme and dare not let the voters know 
the truth. If the report of the City Auditor, 
printed in The Times last Wednesday, could be put 
before the eyes of all the voters, and they would 
read it, the vote against the school bonds would be 
ten to one. 

The facts set out by Mr. Mushet, the City Audi- 
tor (and his statements cannot be controverted,) 
show that eighteen months ago the school manage- 
ment asked fox $250,000 on the plea that more 
SCHOOLROOMS WERE IMPERATIVELY NEC- 
ESSARY AT ONCE, as many classes were housed 
in shacks and many children were able to attend 
school but half time. This was set forth as the 
condition prevailing during the previous 
and it was asserted that when the schools should 
open in the following Sentember there would be an 
increase of 3000 to 4000 pupils. 

That was a strong showing, and the school man- 
agement was granted more money than it asked for, 
being intrusted with $284,000 to be used as prom- 
ised in the application for money. 

Now note. When the schools closed at the end 
of the school year there was a balance carried over 
of $224,000, showing that there had been need of 
no_more than $60,000 when the management clam- 
ored for a quarter of a million and got more. 
Either the school management did not build the 
schools, or made a gross mistake in figures when it 
asked for so large a sum of money. . Is it wise now 
to entrust three times as much money to the hands 
of a management so lacking in business ability? 

But the case is worse than ‘this, bad as it is. Of 
the $60,000 actually used out of the $284,000 en- 
trusted to the school officials, $52,000 was diverted 
from the uses for which it was asked and applied to 
uses not necessary, in an extravagant manner that 
not one of the members of the board would tolerate 
if attempted in connection with any business in 
which he has a personal interest. 

But all the story of bad book-keeping is not told. 


| When the school management woke up with night- 


mare February 18 and thought a big deficit was 


figures correctly. The school officials had asked 
$1,393,040, had received $1,528,000, or $135,0p0 
more than their own estimate, took $52,000 out of 
the building fund to pay increased salaries and cur- 
rent expenses when under a fit of the nightmare, 
yet carried over $89,000. When the fit was acute 
Superintendent Moore threatened to sue the city; 
but he got his second breath and said the book- 
keeper had made a mistake which he (Dr. Moore) 
had not detected. His memory was as much at 
fault as his addition. The book-keeper had made no 
mistake, but on the contrary had made forma! pro- 
test against juggling with the funds. 

One more pregnant fact and then we are done. 
The city owns the old Spring street school site, 
now known as Mercantile Place. The value of this 
property is about $1,250,000, and it is rented for 
$25,000 a year. This is about 2 per cent. income 
on the value. Is there any member of the Board 
of Education who has investments on his own ac- 
count so poor as this? The City Auditor suggests 
that this property be sold to provide an ample fund 
for building purposes. We suggest that as the 
real estate market is not active just now the 
property be mortgaged at 4% or 5 per cent., to 
raise money to build schools if the people are will- 
ing to trust the Board of Education with the money. 

In no case is there need at this time for three- 
quarters of a million dollars. Half that sum, prop- 
erly disbursed, would do al! that is demanded. Lux- 
urious quarters and mahogany chairs seem to be 
tco great temptations to the unarithmetical Dr. 
Moore. It is preposterous to hand over the huge

sum of $720,600 to such poor financiers, without 
restrictions or specifications. 

The Board \of Education is composed of men es- 
timable in private life and successful in their own 
business affairs. Their weakness is in relying so 
implicitly on the judgment and conscience of the 
School Superintendent, and thus calling forth the 
criticism of the City Auditor. 

There is not a word here set down in malice 
toward any man. There is not a statement which 
is not intrenched in impregnable fact. 

Go to it, Mr. Taxpayer, and decide your own af- 
fairs in your own way! If you choose to vote 
$720,000 when half the money would accomplish all 
that is needed to be done, very well!

The man who steals brains is 
a baser criminal than the one who steals pocket- 
books. To be specific: the publisiier who publishes 
books of any character, from any sufferer of 
cacoethes scribendi, provided the author furnish a 
satisfactory perquisite, is stealing the brains of the 
American nation. Once a publisher’s imprint on a 
book meant something, but today any arrant scrib- 
bler can take a bolt of prolix rubbish to a publisher 
and, if accompanied by—well, let us say anywhere 
from two hundred to eight hundred dollars, please, 
a¢cording to the binding, you know, and you must

the title page is worth an extra hundred oe 
thank you—can you call in a fortnight to read the 
proofs? 

A publisher addicted to this gentlemanly nefa- 
riousness is not only keeping back what is rightfully 
ours but he is subtracting from our brain-stuff. We 
have laws making it a criminal offense to steal 
other people’s money or real estate. Why not a law 
for brain thieves? For one’s gray matter is worth 
more then one’s money. Should we succeed in con- 
victing the publisher, it would be a simple matter 
to instigate particeps criminis proceedings against 
the author and incarcerate him also. The literary 
millennium would then come tripping to us over 
the greenswards with light-swift feet. 

Failing in this procedure, we have another road 
open to us. We have pure food laws regulating the 
manufacturers of canned foods: why not a pure 
intellectual food law, regulating the publishers of 
canned literature? Literary pabulum should be 
investigated and marked “inspected” by competent 
judges with even greater precaution than ham or 
sausage, which, at worst, can cause only gastro- 
nomic infelicity. Brain food is of greater impor- 
tance than stomach food: hydrocephalous is a less 
enviable disease than indigestion. One’s medula 
oblongata is of greater importance than the peri- 
toneal coating of one’s intestines. And if any one 
can read the majority of books published today and 
escape the asylum, it is because that person has a 
more impervious consistency of gray matter than we 
thought existed in the average vertebrate. 

But should both these courses fail, should the pub- 
lisher’s ill-gotten gold enable him to buy up the 
Legislature, there is a sure, but not so drastic, 
method open to us, namely: we have already in 
existence a law making it a punishable offense to 
maintain a public nuisance. All the money of un- 
scrupulous printers cannot counteract it. We need 
but enforce this-law; for if most books that are 
disseminated among the innocent and non-suspecting 
by wily, sleek-tongued publishers are not public 
nuisances, may some officer come at once and lead 
us away to a padded cell. 

How about evidence? True, transactions of this 
kind are sub rosa and evidence would be difficult to 
obtain; but we have circumstantial evidence in law, 
and if twelve averagely intelligent men would not 
bring in against most of the current literature a 
verdict of “guilty” on the ground of “strong sus- 
picion,” then the ultra-insignificant books have al- 
ready had their dire influence upon the brains of 
our nation.

CITY ENGINEER SUGGESTS BIG 
SHAVE OF CLAIM.. 
Council Approves Lease on Hill 
Street for New Receiving Hospital. 
Proposed Donation by the City for 
Relief of the Earthquake Sufferers 
in Italy. 


An echo of the régime of the late 
H. F. Stafford as City Engineer ap- 
peared before the City Council] at its 
adjourned session yesterday morning. 
The Board of Public Works submitted 
its report on a claim of the Inglewood 
Water Company for $1851.43, which the 
latter corporation claims is due for 
the improvement of a street in Ingle- 
wood, 

The report sets forth that the com- 
plication arises out of the desire of 
the city to secure right of way across 
the lands of the Independent Brick 
Company for the outfall sewer, three 
years ago, before the existence of the 
present Board of Public Works. Un- 
known to the latter, the Inglewood 
Water Company held a written author- 
ization from Stafford to construct “a 
passable road” around a certain biock, 
and now comes forward with a bill of 
$1851.43 for the work. 

The report of City Engineer Hamlin, 
accompanying the report of the Board 
of Public Works to the Council, de- 
clares that the work actually done is 
Worth $396.60, but that if a “passable 
road” only had been constructed, as 
caljed for, it would have cost but 
$154.50, and that the city could have 
constructed it for $100. Mr. Hamlin 
Suggests as an equitable adjustment 
that the city tender the Inglewood 
Water Company $200 in settlement of 
the bill. Action on the matter was 
postponed until the regular session of 
the Council on Tuesday. 


New Receiving Hospital. 

At last the city is to have a new 
Receiving Hospital. For years the 
old quarters have been cramped and 
inadequate to the demands of the serv- 
ice has been the claim of the hospital 
surgeons, and yesterday the City Coun- 
cll approved the lease of the brick 
Duilding now being constructed on 


«Hill street, adjoining the City Jail on 


the west. In addition to giving roomy 


» quarters to the hospital, a portion of 


the building will also be fitted up for 


the accommodation of Justice Austin’s 
Police Court, now in rented quarters 
at Second and Hill streets. The equip- 
ment throughout will be modern and 
up-to-date, and while the initial agree- 
ment is for but one year, it is probable 
that thie time will be extended. 


; Improvement at Echo Park. 
Ground on the west side of Lake 
Shore avenue, between Belleview ave- 
nue and Kent street, will be condemned 
in order to give proper width to the 
first-mamed street, which is to be 
paved. In improving Echo Park, the 
ground originally set apart for the 
street has been encroached upon, but 
the park commission has made such 
an attractive job of the improvement, 
that the Board of Public Works recom- 
mended the seizure of additional 
ground for the street, allowing the im- 
proved portion to remain in the park. 
The recommendation was yesterday 
approved by the City Council. 


Martyr’s Anniversary. 

The City Council yesterday granted 
an appropriation of $100 to the Grand 
Army of the Republic, to be devoted 
to a proper observance of Lincoln's 
birthday, February 12. On Tuesday, at 
the regular meeting of the Council, 
Mayor Harper will subnit a message, 
asking that the day be declared a legal 
holiday. 


‘Denation to Sufferers. 

Councilman Healy introduced a reso- 
lution before the Council calling for a 
donation of $1000 by the city to the suf- 
ferers by the earthquake in Italy, The 
resolution went to the Finance Com- 
mittee, for the purpose of discovering 
whether there is any legal obstacle to 
making the appropriation, and it will 
be brought up in the regular session on 
Tuesday morning.

NE of the most remarkable co!- 

lections of autograph»> the 

world, and one that was gathered 
by Loe Angeles county at a well nigh 
incalculable expense, is to be found in 
its archives. There are signatures of 
persons in all ranks of life and from 
all quarters of the globe, and at least 
two specimens of the handwriting of 
each. In some cases thousands of ex- 
amples of the same handwriting are 
preserved. 

For signature the county has 
paid sums ranging from a fraction of 
one cent to ,000. 

From 1500 ta 2000 claims of credi- 
tors pass every\ month through the 
hands of the Supervisors, County Au- 
ditor and County Treasurer. Each of 
these, before it is paid, must bear the 
signature of the creditor at least twice 
and sometimes five times and there 
must be stamped on it at least six 
names of county officials, after which 
six or seven more signatures are writ- 
ten on it by other officials. Then it 
can be filed as discharged. , 

When a man has a bill against the 
county for anything from a spool of 
thread to a concrete girder, he secures 
from the Supervisors’ clerks a bill 
form, at the top of which he writes 
his name. Then he fills in beneath 
every item of his claim, with date and 
amount. If he omits either the date, 
the description, or the amount, he 
must wait for payment until he has 
explained the omission. 

Having made out his bill, he must 
take oath to its truthfulness and sign 
the oath on the back of the paper. 
His signature is then attested by the 
signature of the official who adminis- 
tered the oath. When his claim is 
finally paid by the County Treasurer, 
he must again sign his name in re- 


to any one, he must sign it still 
again. Twice more his name appears 
on other parts of the claim written in 
by officials of the county. 

RIVER OF INK FLOWS. 


Every bill must bear the written sig- 
mature of the chairman of the Super- 
visors at least once, and sometimes 
twice, before it can be legal. It must 
also bear the written signature of 
one other Supervisor. No bill is sup- 
posed to be signed until it has been 
examined by the member of the board 
allowing the claim. Thus, the chair- 
man of the Supervisors often spends 
days at a time d nothing but writ- 
ing his name on bills presented for 
county supplies. 

If Los Angeles county ever has 
sary qualification of a Supervisor that 
he shall be able to write his name 
with both hands at the sarie time.

Claims are signed the 
first and third Mondays of every 
month, and must be in at least three 
days before those dates to receive at- 
tention. 

' The filing of a claim is attested by 
the signature of a cierk, and approval 
of it in the same manner. If the Dis- 
trict Attorney is called upon to pass 
on its validity, he must write his 
hame on its face. In still another 
place must the deputy cierk affix his 
signature before the bill goes to the 
County Auditor, whose name must also 
appear on the claim, together with the 
signature of agother deputy. 

When a claim has beén paid by the 
County Treasurer, he so stamps it, 
turns it over to a deputy for entry on 
the books, with accompanying signa- 
tures, and sends it back to the Au- 
ditor’s office, and here it passes 
through the hands of more clerks, who 
make memorandums and aifix their 
signatures before it is finally filed.

LONG ROAD TO PAYMENT. 

After a claim has been filed with 
the Supervisors, it is turned over to 
a clerk, who goes over it and checks 
up every item by a comparison with 
the contracts under which the bill is 
authorized. If any doubt exists as to 
its legality, it is referred to the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Then it passes to a 
clerk, who notes on it the fund from 
which payment must come, with an ab- 
stract of the nature of the claim. 
Next it goes to the Supervisors for 
their approval. This ig noted on !t by, 
another clerk, and then it goes to the 


County Auditor, whose deputy indexes 


and numbers it and approves the fund 
from which it shall be paid. The bill 
is now ready for payment, and the 

rzson presenting it may get it from 
Auditor and take it to the County 
Treasurer. 

An average of 2300 claims for road 
work, 200 claims for jury service and 
claims for the County Hospital 
and Poor Farm are filed with the Su- 
pervisors every month, and — 2800 
claims for tax rebates are pass¢d on 
at every meeting of the Supervisors. 
Ten thousand more, representing about 
$50,000, were presented for services 
rendered by election officials in. the 
road bond, two primary and the Pres!- 
dential elections. ‘Fvery one of these 
must be filled out and handled in the 
same elaborate manner. 

“People often come in here who ex- 
pect a bill will be paid when it Is 
filed.”” said Mrs. C. B. Fowler, who 
checks up all claims. “They get in- 
i dignant when they find they must wait 
a week or two for a small sum of 
money. But every bill must be verit- 
fied exactly if the public funds are to 
be safeguarded.”

OUNTY SEEMS 
VERY WICKED. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S REPORT 
GIVES STATISTICS. 


Even San Francisco is Far Behind 
in Matter of Felony Charges Pre- 
ferred in Past Two Years, as Well 
as in Convictions—District Attor- 
ney’s Bige'Work. 


The report of Atty.-Gen. Webb on 
the business transacted by the Dis- 
trict Attorneys’ offices of the State 
for the year ending June 31, 1908, has 
just been received by Dist.-Atty. Fred- 
ericks. 

It shows that, while San Francisco 
claims 342,782 inhabitants, and Los An- 
geles county 170,298, 844 felony charges 
have been filed in this county in the 
last two years, as compared with 614 
in San Francisco. While 409 convictions 
were obtained in San Francisco, 527 
were obtained in this county. Acquit- 
tals In the northern city were seventy- 
five, compared with forty-nine here. 

To penal institutions, 415 persons 
have been sent from this county, and 
298 from San Francisco. In this coun- 
ty 844 persons were charged with of- 
fenses, and 420 pleaded guilty, of 
whom 106 were fined or paroled. In 
San Francisco 664 persons were changed 
with offenses, 305 pleaded guilty and 
— were dismissed from cus- 


y. 
In the entire State, during these two 
years, District Attorneys filed 228 
charges; convicted 742 persons and ac- 
guitted 371; dismissed $278 charges, sent 
2246 persons to penal institutions, and 
paroled, fined or otherwise legaily dis- 
posed of 364. 

Los Angeles county now leads all 
the counties of the State in the amount 
of business transacted through the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. In Alameda 
county 380 persons were charged with 
felonies, and in Fresno county, 172. 
These are the three leading counties 
in peint of business transacted by Dis- 
trict Attorneys.

TOWARD YUMA. 


HUNDRED AND FIFTY MEN AT 
GRADING WORK. 


Forces Augmented Daily by La- 
borers Sent from City to Lower 
California—Sailt Lake Employees 
Changed—McCaffery Made Superin- 
tendent of Pacific Electric. 


The Southern Pacific has recom- 
menced construction on the  Inter- 
California Railway between Imperial

On its east Texas is not a min- 
ing State, but that is partiy. due, at 
least, to its defective laws, that drive 
away prospectors and capital. 

Yet New Mexico has never come to 
the front in niining, except in coal, and 
a good dea! of that work has not been 
any too successful. For some reason 
capital has not taken hold in earnest 
of the best properties. The fact that 
New Mexico had a much larger popu- 
lation than Arizona when annexed, 
and that of Spanish-Speaking people, 
has, no doubt, had a tendency to keep 
out immigrants, leaving moneyed men 
in ignorance of its resources. The na- 
tive residents are decidedly a pastoral 
and agricultural people, not miners. 
The Sparfards, great miners that they 
were, did comparatively little mining 
in New Mexico during thelr long occu- 
pancy. 

Official figures for 1907 place the val- 
ve of New. Mexico's mineral output at 
$7,517,843, of which $3,832,128 was from 
coal and $2,028,028 from copper. The 
production of the first amounted to 
2 428.959 short tons, and the second’s to 
19.140.140 tons. Silver amounted to only 
$395,700, and gold to $330,000. No figures 
are available for 1908 to date, but Gov. 
Curry’s annual report estimates the 
total mineral output’s value at $8,200,- 
000. This is not much increase, but the 
last few month’s developments all 
point to a much larger growth in 1909. 
Of course, it is too soon to say with 
certainty what the new camps and 
new mines will bring forth, but indica- 
tions are good.

THE HOUSE OF BOWERS. 


Wonderful Owelling Erected Near 
Washoe, Nev., by a Miner Whe 
Struck it Rich. 


There has probably never been a 
home erected or furnished in the Weat 
with euch e&travagance or disregard 
for money as the Bowers mansion, 
which was bullt, by a miner known as 
“Sandy” Bowers, near Washoe City, 
Nev. Im ‘65 it was completed at a 
cost of $407,000. There have been 
many homes that cost more, but they 
represented expenditures for genuine 
art or rare pieces of old furniture, im- 
ported marbles and such things, and 
were much larger. But the mansion 
had but fourteen or fifteén rooms, a 
two-story structure bullt of the stone 
quarried near Washoe City. The gold 
and silver, grown so common in San- 
dy's eves, according to his way of 
thinking, had as much right to a place 
in hie home as it did in Solomon's 
Temple. The doors swung from heavy 
silver-plated hinges. Door knobs and 
lock plates were wrought from id 
and silver. The keys were of silver 
pendent from small gold chains.

PASADENA, Jan. 2—The value of 
the building permits issued last year ia 
only little more than $100,000 less than 
the splendid record of 1907, and 
amounting to approximately $1,332,245. 

During last year, 430 Ddungalows, 
costing from $1500 to $10,000, were 
erected, a fact which speaks well for 
the healthy growth of the city.

for such employers are under the ab- 
solute necessity of making a choice 
between two unavoidabie evils, in case 
of a reversal of Judge Wright's deci- 
sion. They must incure the risk of 
constant irritation between union and 
non-union employés, if they continue 
to give employment to both classes, 
or they must meet the open hostility 
and destructive violence of the union 
men the moment that they shut them 
out and employ non-union men only. 
This is precisely what has been the 
result where the right of injunction 
has been denied. It is this inevitable 
liability of employers and non-union 
employés to mad and ungoverned 
passion, bred by the boycott and the 
closed shop, that made it absolutely 
necessary for Congress to pass and 
President Roosevelt to approve the 
anti-injunction bill, which has so en- 
raged the labor leaders and their in- 
sensate followers. 

Third—Hedged in by those two 
equally irrational and impracticable 
alternatives, no other rationa! course 
of action remains to be pursued by 
those employers who are now or have 
been subjected to the restraints which 
Gompers, Mitchell, Morrison and their 
subordinates are determined to make 
effective if possible. And unless the 
scales of justice lose their equilibrium 
by tipping toward socialistic favorit- 
ism, we cannot anticipate a reversal! 
of Judge Wright's decision by the last 
court of appeal. 

And since the declaration has been 
made that concerted effort will be put 
forth in all of our large cities to secure 
a reversal of that just decision in the 
lower court at the national capital, it 
is proper that a united resistance be 
made the union-labor movement. 
As the slogan of battle sounded from 
the Scottish Highlands in the days of 
Bruce and Wallace, when human 
rights were invaded, so now let all 
who favor the enforcement of a just 
law in the interest of non-union work- 
ingmen rally as a unit for the defense 
of our free institutions. Our forefath- 
ers established those institutions in 
1776-83, and their successors preserved 
them in 186]-@. Let us emulate their 


in the free use of their hands as we!! 
as to secure for them the liberty of 
speech and of the press.

Union regu- 
lations governing bricklayers require 
that the inspector of their work must 
be a practical bricklayer, but the city 
charter of San Francisco wakes no 
such provision, and the superintend- 
ent of the city’s bureau of construc- 
tion Is a carpenter. In order that the 
dignity of the Bricklayers’ Union 
might be better respected the men at 
work on the fire buildings quit work 
last week until a compromise arrange- 
ment could be effected with the Board 
of Works. 


Baltimore Unionites Set Back. 

[Raltimore American:}] A delegation 
from the local Brotherhood of Car- 
penters called on City Engineer Fen- 
dall yesterday and ehtered a protest 
aguinst the rate of wages being paid 
men who are doing carpenter work on 
the Hollins-street bridge over 
Gwynn’'s Falls. During their confer- 
ence with Mr. Fendall the union men 
charged that politics played a too-im- 
portant part in the employment of 
men in the various city departments. 

Mr. Fendall did not hesitate to tell 
the delegation that politics had abso- 
lutely nothing to do with the employ- 
ment of men in his department, and 
he said he wanted that distinctly un- 
derstood. He declined to pay more 
for the work than he is now paying, 
and declared that the same scale of 
wages would be paid on all similar 
work in his department while he was 
at the head of it. 

The point made by the unlon men 
was that Mr. Fendall was having la- 
borers do the work of carpenters, who 
should be paid $3.50 a day. 

Teamsters Lose Strike. 

The teamsters for the grocery firms 
on the West Side, New York, went on 
strike last week for more money and 
shorter hours, but when they found 
their employers were united and pre- 
pared to fill their places with non- 
union men, and were backed in this 
action by the Merchants’ Protective 
Association, they quickly backed down 
and went to work to save their jobs. 
The incident proved the importance 
of employers organizing themselves, 
as the union men in their employ are 
organized. 


Students Earning an Education. 


Many hardships endured by students 
attending university or college in Scot- 
jand have been brought to light from 
time to time. A student of Anderson's 
Medical College some years ago ful- 
filled the duties of lamplighter during 
his spare hours in a neighboring burg. 
Hie had no other income than the few 
shillings he received weekly for light- 
extinguishing and cleaning the 
burg lamps, and from this he paid his 
college fees and kept himself fairly 
respectable.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—'Poured build- 
ings,” or reinforced concrete struc- 
tures. are the latest wonders in Lon- 
don just now. 
putting up buildings has long been 
known in America, its advent in Eng- 
land is of recent date, and, for various 
reasons, it is attracting a great deal of 
public attention. 

What has brought the question of 
brickless and stoneless buildings to the 
fore is the fact that the British govern- 
ment is putting ‘up a great new wing 
to the general postoffice by the new 
process. There is not a brick or stone 
in the entire structure; and the speed 
with which the work is being done is 
simply astonishing the natives. From 
the trade union point of view, the 
government is severely criticised for 
introducing a “labor-saving” building 
into government contracts at a time 
when the unemployed question is so 
pressing, and when more than 29 per 
cent. of unemployment is in the build- 
ing trade itself. But the government 
has been more influenced by questions 
of economy than by anything else, and 
the “poured building” fills the bill at 
about one-third less cost than an or- 
dinary structure, even in brick. In 
Stone, of course, the difference is al- 
most two-thirds liess in favor of pour-

Ellis G. Richards, United States 
manager of the N: rth British and 
Mercantile Insurance Company of Lon- 
don and Edinburgh, is quoted in the 
Independent as favoring the enact- 
ment of drastic legislation for the pur- 
pose of reducing the enormous fire 
losses in this country. He favors the 
enactment of a law “which would per- 
mit an insurer to collect from his in- 
surers, in case of fire originating upon 
his own premises (except from known 
cause beyond his control) not more 
than § per cent. of his loss.” If his 
neighbor lose through his neglect or 
carelessness, Mr. Richards would al- 
low him to collect “only such propor- 
tion of his own loss as the amount of 
loss and damage to his own property 
bore to the loss upon all property in- 
volved.” Certain exceptions, he thinks, 
might be made, under strictly guarded 
conditions of publicity and official sur- 
velllance by police and fire depart- 
ments. He opines that “the enforce- 
ment of such a law would reach the 
primary causes of the larger part of 
our annual fire losses”

W. L. Malone has 200 acres of al- 
faifa, about two miles east of Perris, 
near Ethanac, which is being irri- 
gated from his pumping plant using 
a sixty-horse-power gasoline engine, 
lifting 165 inches of water forty-five 
feet, at a cost of # cents an hour. 
He states that he has operated the 
pump 2100 hours during the season, 
making the cost of irrigating $840, or 
only $4.20 an acre.

On the floor beside the bed was my Epoch Bird—the 
ballot box. It was just a cheap kind of domestic serv- 
ant’s traveling trunk of wood, painted green, with tin 
ornaments at the corners: In the middle of the lid was 
a slit for the insertion of the ballot papers. Not what 
you would call a strong box or a safe, but it served. It 
was locked, but for additional security it was tied up 
with twine, and each knot in the twine bore the wax 
seal of the elections board. We trooped into the little 
room, as many of us as it would hold, with a grea’ sense 
on the part of all of us of the importance and solemnity 
of the proceeding. The presiding officer and I sat on 
the bed.

Epoch Bird. The old imam and the soldier stood by the 
door, and behind them on the threshold the eight or ten

He produced first his teskér4) Osmanye—the identifica- 
tion passport which every Turk carries, setting forth 
his name, State and residence, with the date of his 
birth and other ‘such particulars. This the presiding 
officer examined, and asked a qhestion or two, while the 
second official searched sheets of closely-written manu- 
seript 

These were the lists of qualified voters. Mehmed's 
name wus duly discovered on the register, and he was 
then asked if he had his ballot paper ready. He pro- 
luced it from beneath his belt, the quarta paper folded 
up into four. “Place it in the box yourself,” said the 
hief official; and Mehmed, the carpenter, aged 37 years, 
son of So-and-so, residing in the street of the railway, 
with a great air of responsibility inserted the folded 
paper in the slit, and then tapped the lid by way of 
completing the proceeding. 

Then the functions of the. official squatting on the 
floor by the Epoch Bird became apparent. Taking Meh- 
med's identification paper, he impressed upon it an offi- 
in] seal. as a sign that Mehmed'’s vote had been cast, 
and a precaution. against the possibility of Mehmed be- 
ing an unscrupulous repeater, who would go off some- 
where else and vote again. Mehmed salaamed again 
and elbowed his way out through the crowd at the door. 
and Ahmed Something, with his teskéré and his ballot 
paper ready filled up. took his place, and the process 
was repeated down to the final tap on the lid when the 
paper was inserted An old hadji, who had made the 
sacred pilgrimage, came next. When he dropped his 
ballot paper into the box he said, very earnestly: “Bis- 
millah!’—‘In the name of God.”

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The Guaso of Chile. 


AN INTERESTING COUNTERPART OF 
THE AMERICAN Cowboy.

HE guaso of Chile corresponds very closely to the 
_gaucho of the Argentine pampas, the boundary rider 
of Australia aud the cowboy of our western plains, 
and in characte! and general make-up he does not differ 
materially from any of his brothers of other countries 
The cattle districts of Chile, however, unlike those of 


argentina, Australia and the United. States, are ex- 
tremely rough and mountainous, and often heavily 
wooded, circumstances which modify the work and 


leave their mark even upon the amusements of the loca} 
cowboy. His pony is stockier and smaller than our mus- 
tang, his. saddle shorter and more compact, and his 
cowhide riata is but a string in comparison with the 
iong coils used by the gaucho, the boundary rider, or a 
yaquero of our Southwest. Like these he is crazy about 


-horse racing, but where the plains cowboys delight in 


jong. heartbreaking cross-country runs of endurance, 
the guaso vents his enthusiasm on short, sharp dashes 
of a few hundred yarde. .

It is hollowed out just enough to 
allow the fore part of the foot to get a comfortable hold, 
the shell left around this opening being from half an 
iach to two inches in thickness. The outside is always 
farved more or less ornately in geometric designs, and 
me of the finer stirrups are richly inlaid with silver.

The riatas are then made 
by cutting a strip round and round this cylinder until a 
strand of the desired length is obtained. 

The rivalry over the strength of their “ropes” often 
leads the guasos into a dangerous and exciting contest 
called “riata pulling.” The ends of two riatas are knot 
ted firmly together, while the opposite extremity of each 
is attached to the girth rings in the saddles of their re- 
spective owners. The horses are then ranged, tail to tail. 
in the open, and at a pistol shot, goaded by whip and 
spur, raced toward points of the compass. 
When the end of the tether is reached, one of the riatas 
or a girth breaks, and the horses and riders go sliding 
along on their noses until their impetus is exhausted in 
friction. The man whose riata holds is allowed to keep 
ull of that of his opponent which remains knotted to his 
own, and if a girth breaks, the saddle, along with the 
unbroken riata, must be forfeited. 

“Riata pulling” is probably the roughest friendly game 
indulged in by the cowboys of any country. The shock 
of the pull, coming as it does from behind, gives neither 
pony an opportunity to settle back upon its haunches 
and keep its balance as in roping cattle. It is practically 
impossible for a pony to keep its feet when the jerk 
comes, and the best a rider can do is to shake his feet 
free from his stirrups and take his roll independent of 
his pony If the game is ¢cntered into in an eptirely 
friendly spirit, the contestants usually choose a springy 
bit of turf to pull it off on, but if there is any feeling in 
the matter, or if they chance to be seeing things at al!

RULES AND ABSENCE OF RULES CON- 
CERNING THEM. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


EVERAL readers of this department have from 
time to time written to ask regarding the contu- 
sion in the use of capitals in specific names of 
plants, and also how to tell whether a possessive specific 
name should end with “i” or “ii.” Regariing the latter 
there is no fixed rule, and can hardly be one except 
when purely Latin words are used. Latinized words 
from other tongues cannot be brought under strict rul- 
ing. In the case of the writer’s name S. B. Parish of 
San Bernardino, best botanist of the south, named a 
plant Astragalus Brauntonii, while Dr. Rose, curator of 
the National Herbarium at Washington, named another 
Dudleya Brauntoni. Just what rules governed them is 
hard to say. “In every case the adjective shouk! agree 
with its noun, in number, gender, and case, but there is 
a general ruie that all plant names are feminine. There 
is no hard-and-fast rule regarding personal and gevo- 
graphical names; it is largely a question of euphony 
In regard to capitalization, three classes of words have 
in the past been capitalized: personal, geographical and 
those which have at some time held or now hold generi 
rank.

A contribution to the Country 
Gentleman gives his method as follows: 

“{ would call atiention to the value of alfalfa as poul- 
try food, because it contains more protein than any of 


garden crop in rows, 


the other clovers. Hens will eat a considerable quantity 
of the young, tender alfalfa when they become accus- 
tomed to it. It can be sown in drills eighteen inches 
apart, and cultivated like a garden crop. I prepare the 
soil much as I do an onion bed, making it very rich 
other manure; also apply a heavy 
dressing of lime of wood ashes. I rake it down fine, 
mark in rows, and sow ae strip about two 
inches wide, as thick as I sow onion seed, and 
cover one or two inches deep; then tread over the seed, 
if the soil is dry. I have such a plat near my poultry 
yard that. I consider is worth much to me every year. | 
cut the alfalfa in very short lengths with a hand corn 
cutter, and feed in slatted boxes.” 

To feed it cut to fowls is certainly more economical 
than to-give the birds free range over a field planted to 
it. By the latter system much of it is trod under foot, 
and of course goes to waste, besides it renders the crop 
of inferior quality and lessens it in quantity. 


Buff Color. 

More people get into trouble over breeding buff to 
standard requirements, than any other, and buff “fusses” 
are the smartest things in poultrydom perhaps. Words 
do not convey the idea of color well, when they tackle 
buff. Each one of us sees differently from the other, 
when we come to buff. and each judge has per- 
sonal preferences when it comes to shades of buff. We 
all see black and white alike, and combination of black 
and white. which we do not call colors. People who 
are quite color-blind see these and forms in them, and 
we are all degrees of being color-blind up to the fancier 
who sees buff a red. There can be no hope of agree- 
ment because eyes are born, and have not been helped te 
see color. when not born to do so. The world to a few 
people is only a gray effect of black and white, and they 
can't understand a colored effect we talk and write 
about. We must not expect to see alike as fanciers, 
when we get away from black and white and gray. The 
hest judge sees the most tones, and the eye will cultivate 
to see more tones, if not color blind. 

Freeders of buff need fellowshtp more than any other 
class of fanciers. and should fraternize, and in fraternity 
consider the variability of good eyes with color. The 
novice should find the secretaries of the poultry societies 
and join one or all. and get invited to visit breeders of 
known good buff birds. In this way, he will get the 
buff tint which tells.

Menta! Healing and “Divine” Healing. 


HERE has been a great increase of activits on the 

part of the leaders of Mrs. Eddy’s “Christian Sci- 

ence” movement during the past few months. One 
notices this in the shape of long—and expensive—articies 
appearing !n high-class magazines and fn newspapers. 
The articles must cost a pot of money, but a church 
composed largely of wealthy people—a church that can 
‘rect a two-million-dollar temple—ma) easily afford 
such an expense. 

The cause of this publicity boom may be found in the 
recent awakening of thé. Protestant churches to the 
remarkable inroads made’ upon their membership by 
Christian Science, This has led to the organization of 
several mental-healing movements, under various names, 
Of course, the whole thing, when we simmer it down, 
comes to suggestion in various forms-——auto-sugeestion 
in the mind of the patient. All this was gone into 
quite thoroughly in a Jong article on the subject of men- 
tal healing that appeared in the Care of the Body about 
» year ago. Since then, as stated, there has been a great 
revival of the subject among churches. A recent dis- 
patch from London noted that the Episcopal church of 
that country was preparing to take up the subject of “dl- 
vine” healing. 

The Care of the Body is not concerned with the re- 
ligious side of these movements. So far, however, as 
they pretend to effect cures of disease by some myste- 
rious force that is neither mental nor physical, it is a 
subject that cannot properly be ignored in a department 
devoted to the care of the body. 

In the San Francisco Call of Sunday. December 15, an 
entire page—bearing the earmarks of paid matter—was 
devoted to an article on “The Emmanue! Movement and 
Christian Science,” by Alfred Farlow, who is one of the 
leaders of the Eddy institution. The article is written 
in the regular “Christian Science” style. so that, after 
getting to the end of it, a person is really unable to 
tell just exactly what he has been reading, or what he 
is expected to understand. In the course of his article Mr 
Farlow says: 

“Here it may be well to mention that sumetimes when 
in individual is suffering too greatly to grasp the spir- 
tual thought sufficiently to gain relief therefrom, be may 
find it a lesser evil to seek temporary relief by materia! 
remedies in order that he may regain a position from 
which he is able to effectually demonstrate Christian 
ience. In the case of a broken bone, he may, becatse 
of his limited understanding, find it advisable to resort 
to surgery, and in her text book Mrs Eddy advises that 
surgery be left to the fingers of a surgeon 

“It is advisable and in accord with the teaching of 
Christian Science that we practice absolute Christian 
Science as far as possible. Beyond that we choose the 
lesser of two evils, and few indeed are the occasions 
when it becomes necessary for a Christian Scientist fo 
resort to material remedies as an emergency means.” 

This is really rather amusing If it is the Almighty 
God is doing these things, Is it not just as easy for 
Him to replace a lost limb as to cure a pain? However, 
it is wise for the Christian Scientists to make an excep- 
tion in favor of broken limbs. Mrs. Eddy is said to re- 
sort to the dentist occasionally 

Another “Christian Science” article that has becu ex- 
tensively spread abroad in pamphiet form and through 
the columns of the newspapers is one by Dr. Walter 
Wilding, originally published in “The Busy Man's Mag- 
azine.” in which the doctor tells of his conversion to 
“Christian Science,” and of several marvelous cures that 
he claims to have known to be made by that agency. In 
the course of the article Dr. Wilding savs 
“It is generally supposed by those who do not under- 
stand Christian Science that because Luke was a ma- 
terial physician and joined Paul in the healing work he 
went on practicing the drugging system. but Christian 
Science proves the mistake of such a conclusion There 
Paul and Luke worked from opposite standpoints In 
order to become a true follower of the Savior. Luke must 
have practiced metaphysics—the standard his Master set 
before him 

To talk about Paul—or any other men of those days 
“going on practicing the drugging svstem,” is misleading 
The drugging svstem 1s a cot:paratively modern inno 
vation Also, in the total abandonment of the use of 
Irnes may be found a large part of the success that is 
attributed to “Christian Science” healing. In fact, that is 


ibout all that is necessary to enable many to recover 
their health: 


“Obedience to so-called physical laws of health has not 
checked sickness.” 

. Got does not employ drugs or hygiene, or provide 
them for human use.” 

“When there is less thought given to sanitary sub- 
jects there will be less disease.”’ i 

The author declares with some truth that the very 
| confusion of: Mrs. Eddy'’s book impresses some people 
| as a magnitude of power. In other words, “Omnis ig- 
notum pro magnifico.” 

The author calls attention to the fact that Mrs. Eddy 
dares to place herself as next, or equal, or even better 
than Jesus, for she has said, in “Science and Health,” 
that “Jesus expressed the highest type in that age which 
a fleshy form could express.” 

Of mental healing, the author writes: 

“The practice of mental! healing is a relic of barbarity, 
for it has been practiced in all ages. Its cures have 
been attributed to many different sources. But they have 
always been effected in the same manner, through the 
recuperative powers of the patient's own body. We can- 
not blame the ignorant in their weakness, but this is no 
excuse for the intelligent person following in the foc*- 
prints of the savage.” 

If in “mental healing” the author includes all forms 
of mental suggestion, she is wrong, for no intelligent 
person who has even slightly investigated the subject 
will deny the great power of suggestion, whether it may 
take the form of mental healing, “divine healing,” 
“Christian Science,” sincere prayer, or faith in the rel- 
ics of a saint. 

The author—who apparently leans to the “New 
Thought” school—gives some affirmations, to be used in 
the shape of a “tonie.” To constantly affirm things that 
are not is as senseless and as useless as to affirm that 
“all is mind.” The thing to do is to be reasonably optim- 
istic. to look on the bright side of things, “keep a stiff 
upper lip,” and make up your mind thaat you are going 
to sueceed. That is all there is to “New Thought.” or 
any other kind of thought, that can aid a man to be 
better and happier and stronger

On the one hand we have in abundance the healthy, 
hard-working business man who throughout a long and 
amiuous Jife seldom misses his glass or two of wine 
with luneh and dinner, and dies ‘in or about the seven- 
ties withput having lost either his good name or his 
digestive powers. It is idle to affirm that this man has 
poisoned himself, though we are content to yield to the 
extreme faetion the possibility that had he abstained 
altogether he might have lived to be 80. On the other 
hand, we have the equally convincing experiment 
afforded by the sodden toper who dies an alcoholic de- 
ment at 40. It seems to us that the facts leave no room 
for the statement that alcoholic beverages are inher- 
ently poisonous; and to affirm that they are. without 
qualification, is to weaken by an untruth the excellent 
case which can be made for sobriety. While deploring 
as sincerely as any the curse which men make 
of alcohol, not only for themselves, but for their de- 
pendents and society in general, we are not prepared to | 
shut our eyes to its value in the promotion of good- 
fellowship among those who have more self-control.

Dry Milk. ; 


F, as is claimed, dry milk is not chemically changed 
| Fé the brief heat to which it is subjected, and does 
not develop bacteria, then it is a valuable foad. Fol- 
lowing is from the Outing Magazine: 

“The fundamental idea of dry milk is simply. to re- 
move the 87 per cent. of water it contains. The process 
by which this 1s accomplished is very simple. The milk 
as soon as possible after it comes from the cow—in most 


treatment, physical or chemical, except straining, over 
polished rollers in a thin sheet. The rollers are heated 
to a temperature of 240 degrees Fahr., and the milk re- 
mains on them only about two and one-half seconds. It 
comes off the rollers a dry powder, containing less 
moisture than flour. only 5 or 6 per cent. ft is then 
packed in boxes or barrels and. can be shipped far or 
near, as required. Its chemical composition has been 
unchanged and it will now keep until the readdition of 
water. I myself hive. drunk milk more than two years 
old. 

“In the first place all germs are killed by the tem- 
perature of 240 degrees to which the milk ts subjected 
The milk itself does not suffer any chemical change 
as in the case of sterilization, on account of the short 
space of time it is subjected to the heat—orly two and 
one-half seconds instead of twenty or thirts 
Secondly, bacterin develop only in the presence of molist- 
ure.

Emasculated Food Causes Disease. 


ULLOWING is trom Good Health. It is written by 

| Opponents of the low-protein standard established b) 
Chittenden and Mendel as the result of their epoch- 
making experiments, have made much of the fact that 
the soldiers and sailors of the Japanese army aud navy 
had suffered from beriberi, and were relieved by the ad- 
dition of meat to the rice which constituted almost their 
exclusive dietary. 

“This argument has been sufficiently me: by the state- 
ment made by the Japanese navy 
to the efiect that the addition of harley to the dietary 
was found to be equally as efficacious a remedy as the 
addition of meat, and that the sailors much preferred 
the barley to the meat. 

“Further evidence is afforded by the interesting fact 
mentioned by Osler in his excellent work on ‘The Prac- 
of Medicine, in describing the treatment of beri- 
namely, that the disease was found to be com- 
pletely relieved when unpolished rice was substituted 
for the ordinary polished rice which had previously 
been used. 

“From these facts ft is perfectly clear that both bar- 
ley and rice contain an ample amount of protein; that it 
is only necessary to make use of the whole grain to meet 
the full requirements 

“It also appears that the trouble was really due to 
the use of rice from which an essential portion had been 
removed. The statement been made that the ordi- 
nary polished rice in common use has been deprived of 
more than one-third of its nutritive valine. and a still 
larger proportion of its flavor by the wasteful) process 
of polishing to which it has béen subjected. An effort 
is being made to introduce unpolished rice in place of 
the common article, which has been so largely deterio- 
rated in its preparation. 

“The writer has been informed by an intelligent 
Japanese gentleman that beriberi is relieved by the use 
of rye or sweet potatoes and other vegetables. It is 
then apparent that beriberi is not the result of a defi- 
ciency of protein, but of some other cause, which, if not
